Dear Editor, 

As a member of the Cultural Heritage Commission 
(CHC) and an owner of a designated historic home on 
the local register, I will address various assertions made 
regarding the commission, their actions and the proposed 
Historic Preservation Ordinance. Now that the process 
of developing the final proposal is complete, certain is¬ 
sues require public clarification. 

Regarding the CHC’s role in the California Environ¬ 
mental Quality Act (CEQA) appeal on September 26,' 
1995 delaying the demolition of the McDonald House 
at 420 Fairview (the lot subdivided for the construction 
of Szerdahelyi and Hasting homes), I would like to 
clarify the following in response to a letter to the editor 
dated July 11 which stated “CEQA was used to delay 
Frank and Linda Szerdahelyi’s demolition here in Sierra 
Madre which, they say, cost several months and thou¬ 
sands of dollars”: 

1) CEQA holds, among other things, that the destruc¬ 
tion of historic resources can negatively impact the en¬ 
vironment. These resources need not bear official des¬ 
ignation to qualify for review under CEQA and may re¬ 
quire environmental impact reporting to allow for sig-

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nificant changes, such as demolitions. This act is Cali¬ 
fornia state law governing all areas of the state, not just 
Sierra Madre. 

2) An individual CHC commission member filed the 
CEQA appeal, which is the legal right of any citizen un¬ 
der current state law, in response to a September 21 City 
Staff Report to the Planning Commission. This appeal 
did not result from any previously approved motion from 
the CHC. City Staff had supported the lot subdivision 
and the inherent demolition of the existing structure. 

3) Because this appeal referred to a potential historic 
resource, the CHC was responsible for the next course 
of action. The issue was added to the agenda of the next 
regularly scheduled CHC meeting on October 3, seven 
days later, where a subcommittee was formed which 
planned to evaluate the property at the owner’s invita¬ 
tion. 

4) To expedite the resolution of the appeal, the CHC 
scheduled a special meeting on October 10, the day af¬ 
ter the subcommittee evaluated the site. In further con¬ 
sideration of the owners, the remaining commissioners 
who were not on the subcommittee, visited the site in¬ 
dependently prior to the October 10 special meeting at 
the invitation of the owners. 

5) That evening, at the special October 10 CHC 
meeting, after discussions regarding the issue, the com¬ 
mission voted six to one approving the owner’s un¬ 
changed plans for demolition. This ended the CHC’s 
role in the CEQA process. 

CEQA appeals have been filed by citizens and orga¬ 
nizations throughout the state who are concerned with 
the environment. As Anne McIntosh, Director of De¬ 
velopment Services, highlighted in her recent July 2 pre¬ 
sentation regarding CEQA, there exists a practical ben¬ 
efit, in a city such as Sierra Madre with so many historic 
resources, to have a workable Historic Preservation Or¬ 
dinance and a Commission to adequately address CEQA 
issues relating to historic resources. In this regard, the 


recommended action in the CEQA appeal addresses the 
city’s responsibility to ensure all historic resources be¬ 
come known to Sierra Madre in advance, so the devel¬ 
opment process can be expedited. When the regulations 
are known in advance, both development and preserva¬ 
tion projects are protected against unplanned interrup¬ 
tions brought on by a project-by-project, piecemeal pro¬ 
cess.” 

In response to the concerns over the length of time in 
which these events occurred, it should be ntrted that the 
CHC, as with the Council and all the city commissions, 
operate under the Brown Act, which imposes certain re¬ 
straints regarding advance public notice for meetings. 
The CHC acted in an expedient manner (15 days) when 
it addressed this CEQA concern. 

Although the McDonald House was demolished soon 
thereafter, I would like to thank Mr. Szerdahelyi for his 
generous contribution of salvageable building materials 
for the Lizzie’s Trail Inn restoration. This material is 
currently being utilized in that community project.

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Engine of Economic 
Growth 

by Congressman David Dreier 

Small business is the engine of economic growth in the United States. Firms with 
fewer than 50 employees employ more than half of all Americans and account for 
the majority of new jobs created. That is why the GOP led Congress has pushed 
through several legislative initiatives to eliminate outdated regulations that stifle small 
business growth and provide incentives to create new jobs. 

The cornerstone of this job creation agenda is “Corrections Day.” The House of 
Representatives created a procedure whereby, twice monthly, representatives can vote 
on legislation to correct onerous or costly government rules, regulations, or statutes 
that serve no useful purpose. And the U.S. Code and the Code of Federal Regula¬ 
tions are full of these senseless government mandates, many of them small business 
mandates. 

For example, when the Dept, of Transportation tried to classify vegetable oil as a 
hazardous material, the Corrections Day process was used to prohibit the agency from 
enforcing that rule. Also, for years, small store owners that sold any product that 
contained the sugar substitute “saccharine” were required to display in their store¬ 
front window a “saccharine-sold-here” sign to warn customers of the potential health 
effects of that product, even though such health warnings are placed prominently on 
food packages containing saccharine. The Corrections Day process was used to re¬ 
peal that and many other nonsensical mandates which cost the consumer a great deal 
of money. 

Congress also enacted the Paperwork Reduction Act, which reduces federal re¬ 
porting requirements by 40 percent over the next six years. Legislation was also 
adopted to allow small businesses to recover attorney’s fees when they win a suit 
against the government, and require federal agencies to publish “plain-English” guides 
for small businesses. Reforms like these allow small businesses to invest in job cre¬ 
ation instead of regulatory compliance. 

Whereas President Clinton tried to push through a national health insurance pro¬ 
gram financed on the backs of small businesses, the GOP-led Congress is close to 
completing legislation that would make it easier and less costly for small businesses 
to provide health insurance to their employees, who make up the bulk of uninsured 
workers. The bill, currently being negotiated in a House-Senate conference commit¬ 
tee, eliminates preexisting condition exclusions for health insurance and increases 
purchasing power through the creation of risk pools. It allows individuals and small 
businesses to choose from a wide array of insurance options, and does so without re¬ 
sorting to job-killing federal mandates. 

Finally, while the President has spoken about the need to reduce the size of gov¬ 
ernment and the tax burden on businesses and families and encourage wage and job 
ed ‘ 
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get/tax relief measure. He 
also vetoed a legal reform 
bill that would have held 
product manufacturers - 
not the store owners that 
sell them - responsible for 
defects. While the Presi¬ 
dent has endorsed pension 
reform, he vetoed legisla¬ 
tion that would have al¬ 
lowed small businesses to 
more easily establish tax- 
favored retirement plans 
like 401(k)s and IRAs. 

Despite President 
Clinton’s efforts to block 
tax and regulatory relief to 
small business. Congress 
has made tremendous 
progress in passing legisla¬ 
tion to help small busi¬ 
nesses create good-paying 
private-sector jobs and al¬ 
low Americans to keep 
more of their hard-earned 
wages.

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Elegance Reflected m RiteCaitton 


by Phyllis Chapman 

For almost 90 years the Huntington Hotel in Pasadena 
has stood as the reflection of elegance for this area. 
Today, rebuilt and now called the Ritz-Carlton, Hunting- 
ton Hotel, it is recognized, more than ever as the “Grand 
Dame” of the San Gabriel Valley. 

However, its opening back in the winter of 1907 
proved to be a very ill-fated event. It was first called 
Hotel Wentworth after Marshall Wentworth who had 
built it. Retiring from the Civil War with the rank of 
General, he began managing hotels in New Hampshire. 
In 1886, he was brought here to manage the great Hotel 
Raymond. The Raymond is long gone after a fire, but 
its caretaker’s cottage has been restored and is the popu¬ 
lar “Raymond Restaurant” today on S. Fair Oaks. 

In 1906, Wentworth began his own “dream hotel” 
which would later become “The Huntington.” It was a 
concrete, reinforced structure, of Spanish design on a 30 
acre site. Located on a knoll, the address today is 1401 
S. Oak Knoll, its 275 rooms offered views and some di¬ 
rect sunlight each day, plus beautiful apartments 
throughout the building. 

Back then, the hotel season for tourists coming to the 
San Gabriel Valley was just from January 1st through 
the month of April. Unfortunately, the disastrous 1906 
San Francisco earthquake caused a demand for construc¬ 
tion workers to rebuild, and created a shortage for 
Wentworth. This caused the hotel to open a month late 
into the season and portions were still unfinished. In 
addition, the winter that year was a deluge of very heavy 
rain which drove guests to seek other resort areas. The 
season ended for the Wentworth with a leaking roof, 
bankrupt and closed indefinitely. 

In 1911 it drew the attention of Henry E. Huntington 
whose nearby estate would later become Huntington 
Library, art gallery and botanical gardens. Huntington, 
in expanding his Pacific Electric street car system, saw 
the value of promoting the tourist business here. He 
purchased Hotel Wentworth and changed the name to

“The Huntington.” Working with Myron Hunt, promi¬ 
nent architect of the time, numerous improvements were 
made, including adding fifth and sixth floors. Gardens 
were created by William Hertrich, Huntington’s master 
gardener, who developed and was overseer of the 
estate’s gardens for over 40 years. 

One of the most important decisions Huntington made 
was the selection of the hotel manager, Daniel Linnard. 
Linnard owned and managed the Maryland Hotel which 
stood at the comer of Colorado and Los Robles in Pasa¬ 
dena and was replaced by the Broadway Department 
Store in 1946. In its day the Maryland was considered

one of the outstanding hotels in the west. Huntington 
stayed there while his San Marino mansion was being 
built. 

The Huntington opened January 4, 1914 and was 
beautiful and elegant throughout. Linnard had worked 
with Hunt for many improvements. Also, Linnard’s phi¬ 
losophy of personal attention to individual needs of 
guests was the key to motivating people to return year 
after year. In 1918, when Huntington’s interests 
changed from business toward his literary and art col¬ 
lections, Linnard became owner. Huntington’s full- 
length portrait remained on display in the lobby, as it is 
today in the Ritz-Carlton. 

The man who guided and shaped this “Grand Dame” 
more than any other was Linnard’s son-in-law, Stephen 
W. Royce who took over in 1923 and during the next 
45 years was at the helm as The Huntington blossomed

With Royce’s reputation he also became manager at 
the same time of the historic Hotel del Coronado in San 
Diego and the Fairmont in San Francisco. The Hunting- 
ton survived the years of the Great Depression and 
World War II, and Royce retired as owner manager in 
1969. 

In 1974, a Japanese railway corporation, Keikyu 
USA, Inc. purchased with a long term contract for The 
Sheraton Corp. to manage The Huntington. By Octo¬ 
ber 20,1985 the hotel was officially closed. Engineer¬ 
ing studies revealed structural deficiencies when safety 
codes required construction of additional stairwells and 
other problems. Foreseeing the difficulties of choosing 
between renovation or demolition, Keikyu .sold to a 
Pasadena-based firm, Gemtel. Rebuilding was decided 
by a 58 percent vote of the ballot. Three days of nostal¬ 
gia for thousands of former employees, guests and area 
residents who gathered at the hotel before its closing to 
“sadly” pay last respects. 

Lary Mielke and his partners announced that the fa¬ 
cility would reopen as The Ritz-Carlton. Rebuilding 
took place with 30 conditions placed by the city. Saved 
were the original Georgian and Viennese Rooms with a 
wonderful discovery. The removal of a false ceiling 
placed in 1950 revealed gilded molding in an arched 
ceiling and ten beautiful stained glass windows in the 
Georgian Room which can be seen today. 

The rebuilding is exactly as before with the same floor 
plan and configuration, and 383 rooms. On March 18, 
1991, the Ritz-Carlton, Huntington Hotel had its reopen¬ 
ing ceremony announced by handsome invitations. The 
elegance continues. 

When Royce would be as ked after his retirement at 
age 77 what he considered 
his finest legacy to this 
hotel he said it was the cre¬ 
ation of the Huntington’s 
covered footbridge, over¬ 
looking the Japanese gar¬ 
den. He hired talented 
landscape artist Frank 
Moore who transformed it 
into the picture bridge with 
his 41 beautiful scenes of 
California’s missions and 
most scenic spots under 
the eaves and accompa-

Council Meetings mentioned that there were not as many 
people speaking against Santa Anita as had been ex¬ 
pected. The reason is simple: most Arcadia citizens just 
expect the Council to accept the advice of their very con¬ 
scientious and well qualified Planning Commission, and 
adopt their resolution concerning changes in the Gen¬ 
eral Plan relating to Santa Anita. 

We find it hard to believe that the City Council would 
accept a plan which will make it necessary to widen 
Michelinda and Holly Avenue into fast-moving traffic 
throughways, grabbing footage from the parkways and 
yards of schools, churches and lovely homes unlucky 
enough to be located on those streets. 

We find it hard to believe the Council will hand a 
“blank check” to Santa Anita, the folks who recently 
proposed building a six-story IMAX theater “box” right 
smack in front of the public’s view of the famous Santa 
Anita Grandstand Building. 

We find it hard to believe that the City Council would 
change the zoning to “Entertainment” on that entire piece 
of property: mall, race track, stable area, grandstands, 
turf club, north parking lot and south parking lot, en- 
abl ing a future developer to turn the whole piece of prop¬ 
erty into one big “WallyWorld.” 

We find it hard to believe that during those meetings, 
the Mayor chose to read aloud to everyone a letter from 
Mr. Gilb supporting Entertainment zoning at Santa 
Anita, but failed to read letters from the heads of the 
major department stores at Fashion Park objecting to the 
plan, or letters from traffic and environmental experts 
pointing to major flaws in the Environmental Impact 
plan, or from the many concerned citizens who wrote 
careful letters instead of appearing to speak.

Sorry for the lortg hiatus on the Timeline for the past few weeks. We at the News 
apologize for this. Have you forgotten where we were? We were about to move into 
the 1930’s, a busy period. 

Before we start the ‘30’s I thought you might be interested in the fact that 1929 
saw the building at 53 E. Huntington Dr. completed as the home of the Arcadia News 
and the Arcadia Journal, two newspapers for the city at that time (Arcadia’s popula¬ 
tion was less than 9,000). 

1930 A new City Library is constructed at 25 N. First Ave. 

1931 Arcadia, Monrovia and Pasadena join in festivities 
to mark the formal opening of Huntington Dr. and 

Colorado Blvd. through the old Baldwin estate, one of the last steps in the comple¬ 
tion of transcontinental Highway 66. 

1931 Arcadia Thrift and Welfare Shop opens. Dust Bowl victims coming through 
Arcadia find it helpful. 

1932 Horse racing is re-legalized in the state of California and Arcadia votes nec¬ 
essary zoning topermit a new racetrack in the city. 

1933 The Chantry Flats road into the mountains is completed as a public works 
project. 

1934 W. Parker Lyon moves his famous Pony Express 

Museum western memorabilia to a six-acre site at Huntington Dr. and Colorado PI. 
It will be a major tourist attraction till its closure in 1955. 

1934 (December 25) Santa Anita Park opens for racing. 

1935 The Catholic Church of the Holy Angels is organized. 

1935 The Clara Baldwin Stocker estate is sold for development and would emerge 
as residential Santa Anita Oaks. 

1936 Ground is broken for Arcadia County Park on the site of Ross Field. Over

ball field and bleachers, and picnic grounds.

1939 Anita Baldwin died at her Anoakia home. 

1940 Arcadia population reaches 9,122. 

1940 The old Santa Anita Depot is closed by Santa Fe Railroad after 50 years of 
service.

Approxi¬ 
mately 20 individuals from 
the community came to the 
microphone to speak that 
evening, both for and 
against changing the land 
use designation to “com¬ 
mercial.” 

Concerns were raised 
about traffic, crime and 
possibly “the wrong ele¬ 
ment” entering the city if 
Santa Anita decided to go 
forward with an entertain¬ 
ment complex. Those op¬ 
posed to this idea made 
statements such as, “I’m 
concerned about living so 
close to ingresses and 
egresses of the entertain¬ 
ment center...I’m con¬ 
cerned about homes going 
up for sale, including my 
own.” Another woman 
said, “Change does not al¬ 
ways mean progress,” and 
stated her belief that the 
L.A. Turf Club “is only in¬ 
terested in making 
money.” 

The Planning Commis¬ 
sion recently recom¬ 
mended that the current 
general plan designation of 
“Horse Racing” be main¬ 
tained on the entire race 
track property, until such 
time as a “comprehensive 
project specific EIR to 
support such a change” 
could be made. 

Santa Anita Compa¬ 
nies, on the other hand, 
stated their desire at the 
July 8 meeting to have the 
land use designation of 
975,000 sq. ft. of their 
south parking lot changed 
to “commercial.” A num- 


new development.” An¬ 
other man noted, “What if 
the roles were reversed 
(commercial land use to 
horse-racing).. .leave it the 
way it is now, and it could 
deteriorate.” 

Upon closing the public 
hearing. City Manager Bill 
Kelly reminded everyone 
that there would be no vote 
by the City Council on the 
four transition areas out¬ 
lined in the Draft General 
Plan that evening. Com¬ 
munity Development Ad¬ 
ministrator Donna Butler 
said that the Council must 
review the general plan 
and the EIR in detail. 

After further discussion 
on housing and traffic. 
Mayor Pro Tern Bob 
Harbicht recommended 
that the Council focus on 
the direction they would 
like to take on the transi¬ 
tion areas, before continu¬ 
ing the discussion on July 
16. 

Beginning with Transi¬ 
tion area 4, which prima¬ 
rily encompasses the 
Rodeffer quarry, the 
Council agreed that the 
designation remain “In¬ 
dustrial,” consistent with 
the existing General Plan. 

Area 3, described as the 
“Downtown residential 
district” south of the city’s 
downtown area, has been 
proposed to have a mixed 
commercial and residen¬ 
tial designation. This 
would assist in the support 
of the downtown redevel¬ 
opment efforts as well as 
to meet the state require¬ 
ment for more affordable 
housing in the city. The 
Council agreed. 

The Council also 
agreed that Area 2 should 
consist of mixed use and 
residential commercial on 
Santa Clara St. and Hun¬ 
tington Dr.
